WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The na- 
tion’s Christmas Eve festivities were 
opened tonight by President Cool- 
idge, who soon after, 8 o'clock, 
touched the button that ‘lighted. the |. 
Community Christmas.Tree in Sher- 
man Square. In doing so he sent 
greetings to the people of the United 
States. 

Thousands were gathered in the 
square facing the Treasury Building 
to witness the event; and, after 
joining in the singing there, pro- 
ceeded to the White House lawn 
where Christmas carols were sung 
by the vested choir of the First 
Congregational Church. ‘ 

It was the largest crowd that has 
gathered on such occasions during 
the Coolidge Administration, aug- 
mented perhaps by a desire to wish 
the). President and Mrs. Coolidge“a 
happy Yuletide on the last Christmas 
of the term. 

Fully 4,000 had surrounded the tree 
and collected on the steps of the 
Treasury when the playifix of ‘Hail 
to the Chief’? by the Marine Band 
signaled «the arrival’ Gf" President 
and Mrs, Coolidge. ot the scene 
was in darkness. Lights shone only 
on the stage from which the Presi- 
dent spoke. 

President’s Christmas eibtotdes: 

After being introduced by District 
Commissioner >ugherty. who de- 
clated that 1928 had been _one.of the 
country’s most prosperous years and 
praised the community. Christmas 
tree spirit, the President said:. .... 

“In token of the. good-will and hap- 
Ee of the holiday Season and as 

an expression of the best. wishes of 
the people of the United States ‘to- 
ward a Community; Christmas Tree, 
in behalf of the city of Washington, 
I now turn on the current which will 
illuminate this tree.’’ 

‘As he concluded, he touched the 
button that suffused the tree in a 
blaze of glowing colors. 

Then Miss Smith, a Golden Eaglet, 
and Master Adams of the Boy Scouts 
presented to Mrs. Coolidge a large 
engraved Christmas card which de- 
clared that she ‘had always. been 
gracious and had won the hearts of 
the people of Washington.”’ 

To this Mrs. Coolidge responded: 
“T shall always treasure this)remem- 
brance.”’

Doctors Hold Long Consultation. 


The doctors remained-at-the palace 
in consultation for: two hours. during 
the morning, and they debated , their 
early bulletin for a full, . hour. before 
it. was posted on the. palace. gates. 
The watchers. outside thought. they 
might be. preparing. the expected 
Christmas announcement that the 
King had definitely turned be cor- 
ner, but no such word came. 

Despite the satisfactory nature of 
both bulletins, it was. again made 
evident that the King’s recovery 
would be a protracted process. The 
royal patient is. still very low. He is 
too ill: to take any part in theChrist- 
mas festivities at the palace tomor- 
row and too weak to send his, usual 
Christmas message to the British 
people. Today the Duke of Glouces- 
ter arrived home from Africa, ‘but 
the King: could see him for only’a 
brief. minute. - Tomorrow it. is hoped 
the family will be allowed: to. enter 
the sick-room. by twos. and: threes, 
and it may be possible for them to 
give ‘the King the greetings of the 
season. 

The rav experts, Drs. Frank How- 
itt and R. S! Woods, did not visit 
the palace today to give the usual 
ultra-violet treatment. It was stated 
authoritatively, however, that this 
treatment had been highly beneficial 
and would be continued on future 
days.

WASHINGTON, ‘Dec. 24+-The 
groundwork for participation of 
American experts in the allied and 
German. .conference; which » will at- 
tempt: to revise ‘the present system 
of German reparation payments was 
laid today. .An important forward 
step taken in that direction was: an- 
nounced in the _following commu- 
niqué issued’ by ‘the ‘State Depart-. 
ment: 

“The Secretary of State this after- 
noon informed Sir Esme -Howard, 
the British Ambassador, that if the 
six. governments desire American 
experts to serve upon the expert 
committee, the United States wili 
It is understood 
that the choice of these experts will 
be made and they will be appointed 
by those governments.”’ 

Interpreted, this means that the 
United States’ Government has ac- 
cepted the suggestion of the allied 
and German. governments for the 
participation of expert American 
financiers in the effort to draw a 
new plan for adjusting the repara- 
tian .problem. 

When Sir Esme Howard; as: the 
senior diplomatic representative of 
the allied governments, called. today 
on Secretary Kellogg. to inform him 
of the desiré of the allied and Ger 
man governments that American 
citizens should be included in the

One Claims Sixty Arrests. 


The victims of the dragnet were a 
strangely - assorted: lot.

- THE UNITED STATES AND 
PEACE .ON EARTH. 

Tt is as if the keys of the abyss 
have been given into the hands of 
the United States to shut it and seal 
it'over the bound dragon of war “so 
“that it should deceive the nations 
“no more.” At any rate, it is our 
opportunity to take the leadership in 
abolishing war, as a national means 
of settling international disputes, by 
giving official sanction to the peace 
on earth which was proclaimed at 
the birth of Christendom. To let this 
opportunity pass.is to invite not only 
the disgust and scorn of the nations 
whom our official representative has 
embraced in his multilateral proposal 
and who now await her answer but 
also the condemnation of generations 
unborn. 

We may see that opportunity as 
others across the ocean, most kindly 
disposed and best informed in world 
affairs see it, clearly depicted by 
WILLIAM MARTIN of the Journal de 
Genéve in The January Atlantic. We 
stand before the nations today—this 
Christmas Day in the year of our 
Lord 1928—as the author of a plan 
which “profoundly transforms the 
traditions of international law.” De- 
spite the proclamation of peace on 
earth nearly two thousand years ago, 
war has till now been looked upon as 
a legal instrument of national policy. 
Its outlawry was implicit in the Cov- 
enant, and if the United States had 


. Joined the League its actual banish- 
_ment might have come through this 


| agency. 


The United States resumed 
a moral leadership in accepting the 
dual suggestion of M. BRIAND and ex- 
. tending it categorically to all “‘men 
‘of good-will.” It would have been 
the greatest Christmas Day in the 
history of nations if what America 
had proposed America had confirmed. 
‘As it is, we.still must hear this au- 
thoritative voice saying: 

If peace is to be maintained 
Europe must know definitely in ad- 
vance that an aggressive State can- 
not count.on the moral, economic‘ 
or financial aid of the United States. ° 

It adds that whatever the pres- 

ent differences between the United 
States, France and Great Britain 
may be on the subject of naval dis- 
armament: 

It is impossible that these diffi- 
culties. should not be surmounted as 
soon as some general agreement has 
been reached as to the policy they 
would pursue toward an aggressor. 

“ Good tidings” have been brought 

to the hearing of the whole earth by 
the Peace Pact.. Whether they. are 
to be confirmed to it depends first of 
all upon the United States Senate. 
This Christmas Day would be one 
of the darkest in our history if it 
‘were not brightened by the confident 
hope that what has been proclaimed 
abroad will be ratified at home. Once 
that is done, light will be shed upon 
the troublous problems of disarma- 
ment. The keys for the imprison- 
ment’ of the powers of darkness are 
im our hands.

HOPES FOR A NEW. POST- 
OFFICE. 


Mr. KIELY, who rose from the 
ranks, has just been reappointed 
;| Postmaster.at New York City. He 
and his associates are managing to 
kandle 14,000,000 pieces of mail a 
day during the Christmas rush, in 
Manhattan and the Bronx alone. 
That helps to make our. Christmas 
merrier. “New Yorkers also have 
reason to be grateful to the Fed- 
eral authorities for the expansion 
of local postal facilities in various 
directions. Father Knickerbock- 
er’s cup of joy would be full if 
some one had dropped a new Fed- 
eral Building into his Christmas 
stocking. Perhaps it was too much 
to expect that sixteen years’ delay 
should be terminated so abruptly, 
but the dispatches from Washington 
suggest the early consummation of 
hopes already too long deferred. 

A new postoffice site has beer 
discovered which at least satisfies 
the department chiefs at Washing- 
ton. Whether it will satisfy city 
officials remains to be seen, and 
there is still the necessary business 
of striking a bargain over it. Hopes 
have so often outrun accomplish- 
ment that it would be well this time 
to keep them in leash. But here is 
definite accomplishment; only a few 
weeks ago Secretary MELLON was 
complaining that it was a little hard 
on the Postoffice Department to 
ask it to give up its old quarters 
downtown when so far nobody, not 
even the postal authorities them- 
selves, had been able to discover a 
new site which met all the exacting 
requirements. Now that they have 
done so, the city will look for 
prompt action by Mayor WALKER, 
who heads the campaign to get rid 
of this relic of Mullettry.

HELPING THE INDIANS. 


It is in keeping with the holiday 
spirit that. at the meeting of various 
organizations interested in the wel- 
fare of the American Indian, last 
week at Atlantic City, there was 
general unanimity with respect to 
the..needs of the Indians and the 


“| reorganization of the Indian service. 


This is in marked contrast with the 
disagreement that existed a few 
years ago. Furthermore, a note ot 
optimism was present, where in the 
past it has often seemed hopeless 
that anything constructive could be 
accomplished. The new attitude. is 
due to two reasons—general confi- 
dence in the soundness of the majer 
recommendations made by the Insti- 
tute of Government Research in its 
voluminous report to the Secretary 
of the Interior, and expectation that 
Mr. HOOVER, whose interest in con- 
servation and kindred problems is 


-known. to be great, will not only 


appoint a competent man to be Sec- 
retary of the Interior, but that he 
will also give directions that the 
Indian Bureau -be reorganized and 
long deferred changes be put into 
effect. 

It. dces not follow that all of the 
recommendations of the Institute of 
Government Research will be car- 
ried out. Some feel that these should 
serve only as suggestions, and that, 
in addition, the Canadian system 
should be examined with a view to 
adopting any of its points whick 
may be useful. But all who have 
studied the problem of Indian admin- 
istration believe that many changes 
suggested in the report should be 
put into effect. 

Without criticizing either former 
Secretary Work or Indian Commis- 
sioner BURKE, it may be pointed out 
that the Indian service is so over- 
weighted with red tape that drastic 
reforms have been impossible dur- 
ing recent years. These two men, 
responding to repeated suggestions 
from outside organizations, assisted 
in a measure in improving health 
conditions among the Indians, and 
sought to help them adapt them- 
selves to life in modern communi- 
ties. But, as is the case with other 
government services, the Indian 
Bureau is not only underpaid but is 
burdened with a heavy crust of tra- 
dition, part .of which goes back to 
less enlightened days when the In- 
dians were not appréciated. 

It is to be hoped that the new 
leaders in the Interior Department. 
will have the courage to proceed vig- 
orously with the task of-administra- 
tive reorganization, and to take up 
the fight for adequate appropria- 
tions in Congress with more vigor 
than was possible during the last 
few years of retrenchment. Above 
all is the need for fearless leader- 
ship of the Indian Bureau, undaunted 
by the influence of officeholders 
who are more interested in playing 
safe than in working for needed re- 
forms. The chance now exists, as 
never before, to obtain nationwide 
support for a project which has as 
its purpose to -fulfill the nation’s 
long-neglected duties toward the 
Indians.

TELLING IT TO DIXIE. 
For a generation after the Civil 
War the South, glad to be rid of 
Federal troops and carpetbaggers, 








‘was content to keep its negroes out 


of the State capitols and busy itself 
with the restoration of its ruined 
economics. But when, beginning 
with the election of GROVER CLEVE- 
LAND, the South again found itself 
a factor in the national government 
and was obliged to defend itself 
from the charge of sectionalism, an 
entire critical literature arose to 
which additions still are being made. 
The theme of it all is: “ What, if 
“ anything, should be changed in the 
“South, and how should the change 
“be made?” 

The latest contributor to this 
library of self-examination is Pro- 
fessor WILLIAM C. FRIERSON, a Ten- 
nessean, who was a Rhodes student 
and has a Sorbonne degree. At 
present he is a member of the Eng- 
lish dep:rtment at Ohio State Uni- 
versity, and from that centre of 
detachment he has, in The Sewanee 
Review,’ been examining Southern 
critics and making some suggestions 
of his own. Professor FRIERSON 
questions the value of what many 
Southern leaders have had to say on 
the subject, declaring that they have 
been too vague to be useful. But his 
entire article seems to offer a basis 
for the same comment on what he 
has to say. He does, it is true, put 
into words what he calls “ the Code” 
by which Southern life is dominated, 
as follows: 

1. Thou shalt not disagree with 
thy neighbor upon any important 
ideas other than political. Espe- 
cially thou shalt not mention any 
disturbing ideas thou hast read of 
in books. Think about them, if you 
will Lif thou wilt?] but don’t men- 
tion them.

But to the outside observer the im- 
pression is growing that the.South 
is working out its own cultural prob- 
lems with eminently successful. re- 
sults, that the new industrialism of 
its cities ‘is having the usual effect, 
and that the standardized inventions 
of the modern world—the radio, the 
movie and the national periodical— 
will inevitably make the South in- 
distinguishable. from..the.rest.of.the. 
country. This will be poetically a 
pity, but our mechanistic age is an 
enemy to frontiers.

President CooL- 
ice’s plea -for. a 
Summer retreat 
near Washington 
where _ harassed 
Presidents could find occasional rest 
and recreation during the hot weath- 
er has met with wide popular re- 
sponse. Already a number. of bills 
have been introduced in Congress to 
further the plan. 

Some of them reflect local zeal to 
make capital out of Presidential va- 
cations. Mr. Beers of Pennsylvania 
would be glad to see the President 
have a ‘Summer residence,’’ pro- 
vided it can be located at Buena 
Vista, Pa. Mr. Gorr of West Vir- 
ginia would even go so far as to have 
Congress appropriate $500,000 for a 
‘“‘country White House,” with the 
understanding, incorporated in his 
bill, that the money shall be expended 
for purchasing a site in West Virginia. 

Not to be outdone, Mr. Tartor 
of Colorado proposes two Summer 
White Houses, one in New England 
and the other in the Rockies. But 
that is not at all what the President 
had in mind. He made it clear in 
his letter to The St. Louis Post Dis- 
patch that what he sought was not a 
‘“‘Summer White House’”’ in the strict 
sense, but a somewhat less preten- 
tious retreat, close to the. capital 
itself, but away from its atmosphere, 
climatic and psychological, where he 
could snatch a few days’ rest now 
and then. 

This would obviously have to be In 
one of four States: Maryland, Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia or Virginia. 
Somewhere in the Blue Ridge Moun- 
tains is the best site. Senator Fess 
of Ohio has introduced a bill leaving 
it to a special commission. Before 
that body the neighboring States 
could sing the respective praises of 
their rival resorts.

HELP FOR THE BOYS. 


St. Nicholas Park Project Will Fill 
a Long-Felt Want, 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is a hopeful sign to read in THE 
Times that Park Commissioner Her- 
rick has authorized the remodeling 
of the southern end of St. Nicholas 
Park for playground purposes; par- 
ticularly so, because this plot borders 
on the territory called ‘‘Area No, 14”’ 
by the recent survey of the Boys’ 
Club Federation and is described 
therein. as having the highest ratio 
of boy delinquency of any section, of}. 
Manhattan of its size. 

Nearly 14,000 boys live in this area, 
and only 3,000 are reached by any 
soys’ work agency... The.ratio. of-ar- 
rests for boys, aged 16 to 21, is one 
for every ten boys; for boys of Chil- 
dren’s Court age, it is one for every 
twenty-four boys. Within seven 
square blocks in this neighborhood 
were. found eight poolrooms, three 
cabarets and two motion picture 
theatres, and only four recreation 
centres reaching about 800. children. 
A street census at 7 o’clock one eve- 
ning showed 95 per cent of the boys 
under 15 on the streets. 

So famished is Harlem for play- 
spsce and recreational fadilities that 
public sentiment is already solidify- 
ing to afford the under-privileged 
children of this section an unre- 
pressed play-life. The Children’s Aid 
Society is preparing to do its share 
in this part of the city, and by the 
time its plans are formulated it is 
hoped that other agencies, be they 
public or private, will have taken 
similar steps. » .; 

As George W. Kirchwey, the. crimi- 
nologist, has said: ‘“‘Children need 
not go to the devil for lack of -play- 
grounds.’’ They certainly will not if 
this move on the part of the Park 
Department is indicative of a wide- 
spread public movement.

swindle to commit suicide is Ray- 
mond de Rouget, 66 years old, of 
Toulouse, who was found dead today 
at the Hotel Vierzon. He left a note 
declaring that he had taken. his life 
because he was without resources. 
The police investigation showed that 
he had invested all of his capita] in 
a Gazette scheme. 

Investigators today ordered anoth- 
er arrest, that of .M, Paul. de.Che- 
villy, a retired government, employe 
who, bécause his salary was insuf- 
ficient, had sought employment with 
Mme. Hanau. 

He was employed signing checks 
and various bonds issued by the com- 
panie affiliated with the Gazette. For 
this work, M. Chevilly told the mag- 
istrate ‘here, he received seven 
centimes each (about one-third of a 
cent) for his signatures. Mme. 
Hanau, however, he said, had aston- 
ished him’ by presenti him with 
company bonds purported to have a 
value of 350,000 francs, and by mak- 
ing him a member of the board of 
several companies.

Mayor Wiil Put Transit Company’s 
Agreement Before Council. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 24 (#).— 
Mayor Harry A. Mackey announced 
tonight that the Philadelphia Rapid 
Transit Company had agreed to open 
its books for audit under the super- 
vision of the City Controller, in ac- 
cordance with a program the Mayor 
will present to. City Council Thurs- 
day. Details of the Mayor’s plan 
were withheld, but Mr, Mackey ex- 
pressed assurance that his program 
would be approved by the majority 
of the Council. 

City Controller Will B. Hadley has 
made many unsuccessful efforts to 
obtain control of the transit com- 
pany’s books, and last week leaders 
in the City Council announced that a 
resolution would be offered authoriz- 
ing him to proceed with the audit 
and postponing action on the new 
Broad Street subway operating 
agreement between the city and the 


Philadelphia Rapid Transit and con- 
demnation of e P. R. T. under- 
liers until the work was completed. 
Adoption of the Mayor’s plan, pro- 
viding it proves agreeable to the 
Controller, will result in the with- 
drawal of the appeal made by the 
Philadelphia Rapid Transit to the 
State Supreme Court from the deci- 
sion of Judge Harry 8. McDevitt up- 
holding the Controller’s right to ex- 
amine the accounts of the company. 








SMOKE KEEPS CITY WARM. 


Observer Thus Explains Tempera- 
ture, Which May Reach 50 Today. 


Smoke clouds. keep New York City 
warmer than near-by places was the 
explanation given yesterday of the 
difference of eighteen degrees in 
temperature between this city and 
Plainfield, N. J.,. which 
twenty-five miles due west. The 
reading at 7:15 A. M. yesterday in 
this city was twenty-seven degrees. 
At Plainfield, at the same time, the 
reading was nine degrees above 
zero, according to S. K. Pearson, 
cooperative weather observer there, 
who said the difference was caused 
by the smoke pall over this city 

reventing the rapid radiation of 
Peat from the earth. 

The local office of the Weather 
Bureau, however, was disinclined to 
attribute the cause of the eighteen- 
degree difference wholly to the 
smoke clouds and suggested that 
local weather conditions in the two 
places were probably responsible for 
the difference. 

The weather forecaster’s Christ- 
mas for New York City is a mild 
day which mav touch the fifty- 
degree mark. That, according to 
the Weather Bureau, is the most 
desired of all Christmas weather, 
except possibly a day of sun and 
moderate temperature accompanied 
by crisp new snow. The forecast of 
a mild day is made for nearly all the 
eastern half of the United States. 


MODIFY LIFE TERM BILL. 


Pennsylvanians for Discretionary 
Sentence on Fourth Offense.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 24:—District 
Attorney John Monaghan and Charles 
Edwin Fox, chairman of the Penn- 
sylvania Crimes Commission, agreed 
today that the ‘Pennsylvania Baumes 
bill’’.to be presented to the General 
Assembly next month will be less 
rigid than the Baumes act now effec- 
tive in.New York, 

Whereas the. New York law pro- 
vides that a criminal on being con- 
victed of felony for the fourth time 
must be sentenced to prison for life, 
the Pennsylvania . bill- will provide 
that the imposition of the life sen- 
tence for the fourth felony shall be 
discretionary with the Court and not 
mandatory. The life sentence, if it 
is mnpones will be open to appeal to 
a higher court.- 

Mr. Monaghan said the attitude of

M. T. is already developing in prep- 
aration for the public hearings 
which the Board of | te must 
hold before approving or disapprov- 
ing the proposed changes. — 

Although Mayor Walker has adopted 
a non-committal attitude toward the 
modification of the franchise and the 
proposed consolidation, it was under- 
stood yesterday in transit circles that 
his close advisers’ in transit. matters 
would urge that the whole matter be 
expedited so as to place buses in op- 
eration as soon as possible and thus 
redeem the pledge made early in the 
Walker Administration. The Board 
of Estimate on Jan. 14 will set a 
date for a public hearing. Mean- 
while its metmabers,-as well as mem- 
bers of the Transit’'Commission, are 
studying both the form of franchise 
submitted by the Equitable and the 
merger contract. 

Those who oppose the Equitable’s 
|e gg conténd that separation of 
he franchise into two parts—one 
oerne for a ‘terminable franchise 
covering Brooklyn and Queens and 
the other for a five-year franchise 
for Manhattan linés—requires that 
the entire matter be open to general 
bidding. Elimination and combina- 
tion of Brooklyn and Queens routes 
and the addition of new lines, they 
hold, have made the EHquitable’s 
latest move in reality a petition for 
an entirely new franchise rather than 
a request for alteration of its exist- 
ing grant. . 
other question raised by the ob- 
jectors is that of the payment of 
more than $686,000 to the uitable 
stockholders for the bus company’s 
so eageoae ta in obtaining its fran- 
chise, making route surveys and re- 
taining counsel for hearings before

Friends of Ex-Congressman So As- 
sert—He Is Non-Committal.

Langley, former Representative from 
Kentucky, who. served a prison term 
for violation of the liquor laws and 
was pardoned by President Coolidge 
Saturday, an act which restored Mr. 
Langley’s civil rights, will not seek 
re-election to Congress or election to 
any other public office, it was said 
today 4 friends of the Langley fam- 
ily in Washington. 

It was disclosed that those who 
signed the petition urging the Presi- 
dent to extend Executive clemency 
in this case did so with the under- 
standing that Mr. Langley would not 
again stand for public office. Mr.

INTERNATIONAL TEAM 


Tham Urges Selection of Best 


Men in Larger Cities to Go 
to Meet in Sweden: 


Bowling leadérs here are formu- 
lating plans for the participation 


‘ .of this country in the next inter 
;national bowling. tournament to’ be 
|held in Stockholm, Sweden, in June. 


Joe Thum,. owner of the White Ele- 
phant alleys and one of the best 
known bowling figures in the coun- 
try, who is serving as president of 
.the International Bowling Federa- 
tion, not only is working for the suc- 
cess of the venture as a whole, but 
is'endeavoring to-enlist the support 
of prominent ‘American académy 
owners in the attempt to maké. the 
United States a dominating figure in 
the world championship competition. 

Thum has suggested that six or 
seven of the larger cities of the 
country, unite in the formation: of the 
American team, each city naming its 
foremost bowler for inclusion on the 
team that will represent this country. 
Thum believes that if his plans ma- 
terialize American will muster such 
a strong team that the. representa- 
tives-of the several European coun- 
tries will be overcome, thus raising 
the United. States to top ranking in 
international bowling competition 
and insuring that the next. world

this country. 

The fact that American-built alleys 
and equipment, together with the 
American scoring system, have been 
adopted in many large cities of Eu- 
rope indicates the international scope 
of the American gamé.

‘Friends of José R. Capablanca, 
former chess champion of the world, 
who recently left here for his home 
in Havans, were much exercised yes- 
terday upon reading the preface 
written by Dr. Alexander Alekhine 
of Paris to the German edition of 
the Book of the New York Tourna- 
ment of 1927, in which Capablanca 
was placed first with a score of 
14-46 and Dr. Alekhine second with 
1114-814. 

The Cuban, then the world cham- 
pion, lost none of his games and Dr. 
Alekhine was defeated twice, by 


Capablanca and Nimzowitsch ‘in the 
fifth and sixth rounds. The book, 


which precedes the: English edition 
to be issued later, contains the games 
played in New York fully annotated 
in the thorough style of the Franco- 
Russian‘ master. 

. Evidently,, Dr. Alekhine, who 
wrested ‘the title from Capablanca 
the same year at Buenos Aires, did 


not support the opinion of chess fol- 
lowers that Capablanca was an in- 


vincible ‘‘chess machine.’’ That idea 
did not wholly disappear even with 
the 6 to 3 defeat of ‘Capablanca ‘in 
South America.

RED-CRESTED CARDINAL. 


South American. Non- Migrating Bird 
at Large in the Bronx. 


A stray bird of unusual beauty has 
been attracting considerable” atten- 
tion at Victory Gardens and Crotona 
Park, the Bronx, for several days. 
The bird has a bright red head with 
a high, well-formed crest of red, and 
throat of a paler red, is grayish 
white underneath with gray the pre- 
dominating color on back. It is a 
trifle smaller than a robin and runs 
rather than hops. 

The park men say that hundreds 
of persons have asked the name of 
the bird and how it happens to be 
here. As one park man says dis- 


gustedly, “It associates all the time 
with a gang of those common spar- 
rows.’’ 8 always seen with the 
same ‘‘gang’’ of sparrows, feeding 
with them, staying in the same trees 
and bushes with on and running 
about with them. The bird is so 
tame that one can stand within two 
feet of it and watch its movements. 

An inquiry at the bird house in 
the New York Zoological Park. iden- 
tified the bird as a red-crested. car- 
dinal, its native habitat being South 
America. However, it is not so rare 
but what it is occasionally —_ in 
New York State. It has escaped from 
eaptivity apparently and is thor- 
oughly enjoying its freedom.

the St. Louis & O’Fallon Railroad, 
was submitted to the Supreme .Court 
today in a brief signed by Attorney 
General Sargent. 

The brief, to constitute the govern- 
ment’'s: argument in court.on Jan. 2, 
was prepared by George W. Wicker- 
sham, former Attorney General and 
special government. counsel in. the 
case. In the brief Mr. Wickersham | 
asks the court to affirm the decision | 
of.a statutory three-judge court at 
St.. Louis, which held that the gov- 
ernment was entitled: to recover: ex- 

cess. earnings from the O’Fallon 


Mr. Wickersham maintained that: 
the true basis of valuing public util- 
ity properety as laid down by the Su- 
preme Court was ‘‘that neither repro- 
duction cost nor original cost isvalone 
& criterion’ of value, or to be given 
dominant consideration, but ‘that the 
rate-making- body must take all cle- 
ments and measures of value into 
consideration and analyze and ascribe 
to each its proper weight in the light 
of the evidence of the case.” 

The action of the Interstate ‘Com- 
merce Commission in rejecting the 
spot cost of’ reproduction ds the’ sole }, 
basis of valuation’ in ‘the’ recapture 
order was, Mr. Wickersham declared, 
in conformity with the intention of 
Congress in frami the transporta- 
tion act of 1920, e contended that 
one railroad in effect had: attacked 
the whole transportation. act by 
urging a construction which would 
make it. impracticable. Mr. Wicker- 
sham -asserted that the Supreme 
Court had broadly upheld the act in 
all the cases which involved its con- 
sideration, and added at the re- 
capture clause of the act invaded no 
right of the company. 

e held the road’ in effect con- 
tended that the commission erred be- 
cause it did. not fix the value of the 
carrier’s property solely on the basis 
of c of reproduction, based on 
prices prevailing during the time 
covered by the recapture order, and, 


preme Court in the Indianapolis water 
case, relied upon by the railroad as 
the basis for this contention, was 
never intended to affect such a valua- 
tion.

“Improved road and trail facilities

25 Per Cent Reduction by Ward 
in Fight Against Cunard. 


BRITISH SHIP MEN CONFER 


Say Their Stand Against Lowering 
of Prices Is Not Unalterable— 
Deny Competition Is Feit. 


‘Two steamship lines serving the 
New York-Havana trade announced 
yesterday that they would reduce 
passenger rates on their ships to con- 
form to the rates which the Ward 
Line has established in its fight.to 
drive the Cunard Line from the Ha- 
yvana field.

The Cunard Line announced yes- 
terday after a conference. attended 
by Sir T. Ashley Sparkes, American 
director of the. line; Robert H. 
Blake, assistant director, and Her- 
bert P. Borer, general passenger 
manager, that the action of the Ward 
Line would have no effect’ on the 
rates of the

transatlantic-service and assigned to 
the Havana run for the Winter. 

Sees No Effect of Competition. 

“This does not mean that we hold 
ourselves unable to make reductions 
in the future if we want to,”’ said 
Mr. Borer. ‘‘We have felt no effect 
on our business as a result of the 
reductions announced by our com- 
petitors and we know of no reason 
why we should cut our rates. We 
are, in fact, booked beyond our ca- 
pacity for the first trip of the Ca- 
ronia Thursday. Only two cancella- 
tions on the Caronia have been made 
since we started to make our book- 
ings, and both of those were caused 
by death.’’
